Modulation methods employed for communications purposes in the present state of the 
art ere namely, amplitude modulation (AM), frequency modulation (FM), phase module- 
tion (PM), pulse-time modulation (PIM), and single-sideband modulation (S93), Single 
sideband modulation is actually a modified form of amplitude modulation, and may be 
said to have "suppressed carrier” (SSBSC), or "reduced carzier" (SSBRC). These terme 
may be at first confusing, for example; “SPBSQS" which actuelly has nothing to do with 
sidebends, but rather stends for Sociéty for Preservation of Barber Shop Quartet 


Singing. 
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Single-sideband transmission may be summed up by saying that if you take a cw carrier 
and modulate it with intelligence, take avay all the carrier (SSB8C) or at least part 
of it (SSBRC), and take away one set of sidebands, then what is left over is single- 
sideband transmission. In early days of radio, with poor power-supply regulation and 
an excess of electrolyte. in Mason Jars, single-sideband. continuous-weve (sscw) trans- 
missions were rather common. Needless to say, a great deal of the spectrum was total- 
ly wasted due to the lack of intelligence. | 


Today, single-eideband transmissions offer 4 great deal to those who possess an over- 
abundance of intelligence, because it gives them an opportunity to place it somewhere 
in the spectrum, either higher than the non-existant carrier, or lower, whichever the 
case may be. SO | 


From the numerous experiments performed by Br. Dee LeSylvia, it has become apparent tht 
the general practice of employing push-pull power amplifiers im transmitters ia no long- 
er necessary, and in single-sideband practice the single-ended power amplifier general- 
ly finds'a home. - No longer will the push-pull amplifier attenuate second harmonic ra~- 
distion as we enter upon 8 new era of single-ended, linear (%) harmonic generators 
which create sum and difference frequencies much more complex than hitherto dreamed 
possible. Color television set viewers haven't really lived until they have observed 
the many textures and hues produced by single-sideband amateur transmissions. | 


The present superhetrodyne receiver is slso in for many technical changes. The old 
diode detector has departed with Bhett Butler, and is being repleced by the more ad- 
vanced infinite-impedance detector, or by the product cathode-follower-mixer beat- 
frequency-injector detector. In this latter type of detector, no output is realized 
uniese the prescence of an injection frequency is beat against 4a batch of spurious 
sidebands. From all of this intelligence is derived? The candle is burning at both 
ends as the detector is sharpened and the pass-band of the receiver is flat-topped and 
narrowed to the point of limited audio response. Truely, hi-fi does not belong to this 
tezshnical era of single-sideband transmissions. 


To sum up, 1t may be stated that the V-8 with overhead valves, downdraft four-barreled — 
(with hoops) carbureter, super-pressure fuel pump, etc, is here to stay, and the home 
built regenerative receiver must be replaced with ea time-tayment receiver of decreased 
band width and mechanical filters in order to enjoy the erm-chair copy so consistent 
with single sideband. : :

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Most of the information submitted last month on the "TNS" was furnished by 
Nae end W3QV, after extensive experimentation. 
Quite some time ago WY3JGB gave a talk at the club meeting and described an 
inductive spark plug suppressor. As this unit is very effective without affect: 
ing car performance, the information is being repeated here. The idea isa to 
fabricate an RF coil onto the customary spark plug suppressor end connections 
so that insertion in the cables is easy. W3JCB suggests the job this way: 
1. Buy Herman Suith (or equiv.) #805 suppressors. 
» Take ende off. 
. Buy PAPER base bakelite rod (Oester, Vine St.)1/2" rod & cut 1 3/8" Your: 
. Drill 5/16" hole each end. 
« Drive in ends removed from suppressor. — a | | 
. Wind 3/4" long winding of #30 enamel wire. This should resonate at 27 to 
28 megs open ended. Then remove a turn at a time to resonate at 29 megs. 
This is done on the work bench, no connection to car wiring yet. 
7. Coat with GLYPTAL #134-02. 
8. Dry for 2h hours, then install. NOTE: It is best to bend female end to 
match car wiring before winding coil.
